A nadarko, Ok., July 
5.—F irst 
of 
the series of m atch-up m eetings be­ 
tw een the dem ocratic candidates for 
governor was held here today before 
an audience of between 200 and 300. 
The m inimum size of the crowd was 
disappointing. It was due to the fact 
th at local dem ocrats endeavored to 
carry out the wishes of Chairm an 
Branson of the state executive com­ 
m ittee and call the m eetings off, and 
it had been generally announced th at 
the speakings would not occur. Lee 
Cruce, who spoke a t Dover yester­ 
day, and B rant Kirk, who spent yes­ 
terday 
in 
Oklahom a City, reached 
A nadarko about noon. 


Ross and M urray came early in 
the day. D uring the m orning they 
agreed to fill the engagem ent w heth­ 
e r the others came or not, and hand 
bills 
were distributed 
so announc­ 
ing, with the qu artette on hand, how­ 
ever. The m eeting was postponed un­ 
til afternoon, and when Battle Ax 
Clover, rapped for order in the court 
house 
there 
were 
less 
than 
one 
hundred people present, a num ber of 
them being candidates for other of­ 
fices. The crowed increased to near­ 
ly three hundred as the event pro­ 
gressed and rem ained until the close. 
The m eeting wras not without enthus­ 
iasm . The speeches were devoid of 
reference to the alleged attitude of 
the 
state 
dem ocratic 
organization, 
tow ard the candidates. 


N either can it be said there was 
anything in a sense personal between 
the speakers. Mr. M urray referred to 
Mr. Cruce as “the French gentlem an 
from A rdm ore,” and to Mr. Ross as 
the 
“clansm an 
from 
Law ton.” 
Mr. 
Ross did not respond to the senti­ 
m ent but Mr. Cruce denied th at he 
possessed any French blood. He told 
the audience th at he was only made 
up of German, Scotch, Irish and Eng­ 
lish. 
A voice from the audience suggest­ 
ed there was not room for any oth­ 
er 
-untry to be represented. W ith 
thevtim e reduced for this engagem ent 


to one hour each, only im portant 
m atters wre touched upon. D an P er­ 
ry of Carnegie, candidate for the leg­ 
islature, introduced the candidates. 
Brant Kirk. 
B rant Kirk of Oklahoma City was 
the first speaker. He said he had no 
love for the republican party or any 
party th at would enact a tariff law 
which made it possible to sell Am er­ 
ican goods cheaper in Africa than at 
home. Under this idea, he said, in 
order to secure fu ll' benefits of the 
tariff, the people would have to go 
to Africa. W ith reference to state is­ 
sues, he said there was no tim e to 
devote to the opposition party to­ 
day, but ,&e expected to be nomi­ 
nated for governor, and would chal­ 
lenge the other nominee to debate. 
W. M. Murray. 
Mr. M urray followed with the state­ 
m ent th at he had not yet m atched a 
fight with the republican party; m em ­ 
bers of the A dm inistration who have 
done good things during 
the 
last 
three years are entitled to the credit. 
If they were losing he said, he was 
not entitled to be charged with it. 
He said he will be satisfied with the 
result on Aug. 2 in Southern and 
Southeastern 
Oklahoma, 
w hatever 
m ight be his fate elsewhere. He knew 
he said, th at his home and surround­ 
ing counties would be with him. 
Mr. M urray referred in his speech 
to Mr. Cruce as “The French gentle­ 
m an from Ardm ore,” and to Mr. Ross 
as “the Clansm an from Lawton.” The 
first, he said, was notable for Pav­ 
ing once run for governor and the 
other’s record, he said, was in the 
Second Legislature. In telling what 
he stood for, Mr. M urray said, among 
other things, th at he was for the 
prohibition law because he helped to 
m ake it, and as governor he would 
veto any attem pt to repeal it. He was 
loudly* applauded when he said * he 
was not only for the g ran d fath er 
caluse, 
but 
favored 
excluding 
all 
negroes from voting on taxation of 
Indian lands. He said he had paid 
all taxes on the Indian allotm ent of 
his family and if elected would in­ 
stru ct the attorney general to push 
the suit to determ ine the taxation 
issue. 
Mr. M urray said he paid $20 
to go home and vote against the so­ 
called railroad am endm ent on June 
l l and asked the other candidates to 
say w’hat they had done. 
Mr. Mur­ 
ray was severe in his denunciation 
of certain Oklahom a new spapers. 
He explained his position on the 
proposed sale of the segregated coal 
and asphalt land which he said he 
had favored as a state proposition, 
but two years ago he gave up all 
hope of having th at consum m ated. 
He outlined the procedure neces­ 
sary under the state constitution to 
effect a purchase. 
He favored the 
T orrens land system , saying th at it 
would put w’hat he called the “Indian 
T erritory land g raft” out of busi­ 
ness. 
R everting again to taxation of In­ 
dian lands Mr. M urray exhibited tax

For the benefit of those who are in 
doubt as to registration law s we pub­ 
lish the following sections: 
Sec. 
3233.—R egistration 
System 
C reated.—There is hereby created and 
established a registration system in 
the various cities of the first-class in 
the State of Oklahoma for the regis­ 
tration of electors, and no elector 
shall be allowed to vote in any elec­ 
tion held in such cities unless he has 
complied with the provisions hereof. 
Sec. 3234.—Duty of Inspector; Time 
of Registration.—It shall be the duty 
of the election 
inspector for each 
precinct within 
cities of the 
first 
class beginning with the first day of 
July preceding each bienial prim ary 
election and continuing’ (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) until the hour of nine o’clock 
p. rn. on the last Saturday night of 
said m onth of July, to keep open the 
precinct registration book in his care 
as hereinafter provided, for the reg­ 
istration of any 
electors 
residing 
w ithin such precinct and entitled to 
registration hereunder. 
Sec. 3236.—Duty of Elector in Reg­ 
istering.—An

tions propounded to him by said in- 
sfc>ector, or by any citizen in the pre­ 
cinct, touching his qualifications as 
an elector and his right to vote.

ARMOUR SAYS HOGS WILL 
NEVER REACH $10 AGAIN 
Chicago, III., July 4.—J. Ardmore 
Armour, the packer, who arrived yes­ 
terday from a two months’ trip in 
Europe, doe3 not believe that this 
country will ever see $10 hogs again. 
Speaking of meat prices he said: 
“If the West reaps a 
bountiful 
crop, wheat and oats crop this year 
we may hope for lower prices. The 
same crop problem will have a big 
effect on the price of meats. If the 
crop of grain is short the supply of 
cattle and hogs will be short. I have 
nothing concerning crop conditions 
nor as to the present cattle and hog 
supply, except from the general view 
I have gained from the newspapers. 
I don’t believe the country will see 
$10 hog3 again. 
Such 
is 
possible, 
however. Hog9 normally should range 
about $9. If the supply is good it is 
possible that they should be priced 
under that figure. 
“Meat export business from the 
United States to England and Eu­ 
rope is dead, South America is furn­ 


ishing the meat that Europe con­ 
sumes. The United States can not 
compete to advantage with countries 
south of the equator. Cattle conditions 
there are as they were in the West 
twenty-five years ago. Cattle can be 
raised cheaper, and as ship trans­ 
portation costs but little, if any, more 
than from the United States, they 
can be marketed at a much cheaper 
price."
